Wapato Jail 
sold to firm 
for $10.8M 


The $58 million, long-empty facility 
will be used for distribution, storage

Multnomah County commissioners have approved the 
$10.8 million sale of the long-empty Wapato Jail and ear- 
marked the proceeds for affordable housing. The sale rep- 
resents a loss of tens of millions of taxpayer dollars. 

The Board of Commissioners voted 4-1 Thursday to sell the 
property to Kehoe Northwest Properties. The lone “no” vote 
came from Commissioner Loretta Smith, who said the facil- 
ity should house a homeless shelter or offer related services. 
Current zoning prohibits the use of the building as a shelter. 

The county received six proposals by its Oct. 20 dead- 
line. One was immediately withdrawn, and only two of the 
remaining bidders submitted “best and final” offers. Of 
those, county officials chose Kehoe. 

Portland developer Marty Kehoe said he plans to con- 
vert the 155,400-square-foot facility into a distribution and 
storage space for a medical equipment company. 

Wapato Jail sits on 18.24 acres in Portland’s Rivergate 
Industrial Park and has long been a thorn in the county’s 
side.

In 1944, Robert Maxwell was serving as a wireman with the Army’s 3rd 
Infantry Division in southern France when a German hand grenade landed 
nearby. It was dark, and Maxwell couldn't see to pick it up and lob it back. 

Instead, in “an act of desperation,” the 23-year-old dropped to the 
ground in hopes of smothering it. But it was too late; the grenade exploded. 

His actions that day saved the lives of three other wiremen and earned 
Maxwell, now 97, a Medal of Honor, the United States’ highest award for 
military valor during combat. 

Seventy-three years later, Maxwell, the oldest surviving Medal of Honor

WELL-BEING REPORT 


Well, this is depressing: Americans are less happy 


If you were wondering if it’s just you, won- 
der no more. 

It’s not. 

Life in America really has become more 
unpleasant this year. 


The well-being report: According to a new 
Gallup report, American well-being fell by 
a “statistically significant and meaning- 
fully large” amount from 2016 to 2017. The 
drops were largest among women, minori- 
ties, Democrats and low-income Americans. 
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How it’s measured: “Well-being” in this 
case is based on survey responses to a vari- 
ety of questions organized into five main 
categories: physical health, financial health, 
social support, community involvement, 
and a sense of purpose. 


The index: The answers are mashed into a 
statistical index ranging from O to 100, with 
100 representing maximum well-being. 
The index value had been slowly creeping 
upward in recent years, from an average of 
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61.6 in 2014 to 62.1in 2016. This year it fell to 
61.5, which Gallup says is the biggest year- 
over-year drop since 2008. 


The reasons: There’s good evidence that 
at least some of this is rooted in our cur- 
rent political climate, as well as in parti- 
san preferences. The year-over-year drop in 
well-being among Democrats (0.9 points), 
for instance, is more than four times larger 
than the drop among Republicans (0.2 
points).
